At the Antioch Village 
Board meeting Dec. 20, 
Great Lakes Principle moved 
one step closer to beginning 
Phase 2 of the construction 
of a Menards store on Route 
173, as it was granted the 
rezoning of 28 acres of land 
next to the Wal Mart 
Superstore. 

At the board's Nov. 16 
meeting, the issues had been 
tabled in order to fund and 
complete a study of the 
Sequoit Creek Watershed, 
which is to be completed by 
Christopher R. Burke 
Engineering, Ltd. at the cost 
of$I5,000. 

* The watershed is a tribu- 
tary of Little Silver Lake and 
the study is designed to 
determine the estimated 
cost and possible funding 
that would be required to 
protect both Sequoit Creek 
and Little Silver Lake. 

Another goal of the 
study, which would be con- 



ducted along the Route 173 
corridor to Route 83, is to 
create a storm water man- 
agement plan for the village. 

Representatives from 
GLP, including Linda Huff, 
who is the company's envi- 
ronmental expert, appeared 
before the board at the Dec. 
20 meeting and outlined 
their plans for a retention 
pond that would control 
storm water runoff from the 
Menards construction site. 

The board approved the 
rezoning for Menards 4-1 
with a stipulation that GLP 
meet the conditions outlined 
by the planning and zoning 
board and it pay its fair share 
of the Sequoit Creek study. 
Trustee Bob Caulfield was 
absent from the meeting. 

Trustee Lawrence 

Hanson was the sole objec- 
tor to the motion, saying the 
board should take more time 
to review the details of the 
proposal. 

"We always seem to be 
on the losing side of these 
battles and I just think we're 
rushing it," Hanson said. 



"This is such a crucial deci- 
sion for the village. This is a 
shock to me from the stand- 
point that we should have 
had a little more informa- 
tion." 

Mayor Taso Maravclas 
also said he was against the 
approval, saying the sewers 
on Route 173 still required 
realignment. He rfgreed with 
Hanson that the decision 
seemed rushed, also 
expressing problems with 
GLP developer Timothy 
Barret. 

"GLP has never come in 
my office once," Maravelas 
said. "He always goes around 
me and gets other people to 
do his business for him." 

Village attorney Robert 
Long said he would draft the 
ordinance with all the 
requirements specified by 
both the village and the 
planning and zoning boards. 
The first reading of that ordi- 
nance will take place at the 
next village board meeting 
Jan. 3. ■

"I don't remember vot- 
ing on any settlement agree- 
ment at a board meeting," 
said Trustee Ed Bender, who 
is liaison to the architectural 
review commission 

Development team 
member Fred Feinstein of 
Centex Homes said he was 
told that the village had 
agreed to a document allow- 
ing the 286 units. 

The matter was referred 
to the village attorney, 
Howard Tecgan, for further 
clarification and the meet- 
ing was continued until 
January. 

"This plan is noticeably 
different than the previous 
one," said Chairman Brian 
Marr. 

He said the sales prices 
would start at $158,000 for 
the one-car garage units, 
and would be upgraded 
from that due to die revised 
plans, including a walk and 
bike path.

The wreaths that currentlysit 
outside all three Tire stations' In 
Antioch are not merely holiday 
decoration; they are meant to 
raise holiday awareness. 

It is part of an effort to "Keep 
the Wreath Red," a program in 
which fire departments across the 
state are currently participating. 

The idea is to maintain the red 
glow that currently emits from all 
three wreaths in Antioch. 

If a fire occurs that is caused 
by, or related to, Christinas deco- 
rations, each of the village's fire 
stations will change one of the 
light bulbs on their wreath from 
red to white. 

Antioch • Fire Department 
Spokesman Chris Leinhardt said 
the program is a good way to 
remind people to be safe during 
the holidays "because people's 
minds are everywhere else." 

"Everyone is thinking about 
getting together with their fami- 
lies and getting their shopping 
done and fire safety takes a back 
seat," he said. "The 'Keep the 



Wreath Red' program keeps it 
right out there in front of every- 
body." 

Leinhardt added that Antioch 
has been participating in the 
event for close to 20 years. 

The fire department also 
offers some advice to "keep the 
wreath red and your home safe." 

If a family puts up a real tree in 
their house, it is important to 
select one that is fresh, to water it 
regularly and keep it away from 
heal sources, including televi- 
sions and radios. 

Artificial trees should be used 
only if they have safety approved 
tags. 

People should only use lights 
that have been approved by a test- 
ing laboratory and should also 
discard light strings that have 
frayed cords or sockets. 

The wreaths arc displayed to 
remind residents to do these 
things, Leinhardt said. 

Apparently they, have paid 
attention. 

"Luckily we haven't had to 
change a light bulb (on a wreath) 
in a long time," Leinhardt said.

Thanks to a cooperative effort with 
Wal-Mart, the Antioch Police Department 
now has a presence on both sides of the 
railroad tracks. 

Wal-Mart patrons entering the store 
through the west side (grocery) entrance 
will notice windows on the southwest cor- 
ner of the store emblazoned with Antioch 
Police insignia. 

The corner space was donated by the 
store, along with computer equipment, TV 
monitors and VCRs, so the police depart- 
ment can process non-felony arrests with- 
out having to return to the home station on 
Orchard Street. 

It is a win-win situation for Wal-Mart, 
which can now get rapid enforcement of its 
loss prevention programs. 

Store manager Scott McCutchcn said, 
"We don't look at this as a shoplifting 
deterrent." 

Me attributed Wal-Mart's interest in 
providing the substation as part of its over- 
all community relations commitment, cit- 
ing other donations made to the communi- 
ty. 

McCutchen said the store had also 

donated a squad car, as well as $4,000 for 
the Antioch "Shop-with-a-Cop"- program, 
hosted at the store on Dec. 16. 

Nevertheless, as Antloch Police Chief 
Chuck Fagan pointed out, "Anyone who 
comes through that (west) entrance will 
see that we are there." 

Pagan said he approached Wal-Mart, 
after discussing the idea with the village 
board, because he thought it would be a 
good site to help anchor increased cover- 
age on the west side of the village.' 

He said lie had established three cover- 
age zones: central, east and west. 

"I was concerned about the railroad 
tracks," Fagan said. Police dispatched from 
the Orchard Street station could be delayed 
by freight trains bisecting the village. 

Felony offenders, such as DUI suspects 
will still need to be taken to the Orchard 
Street building to be held in custody, but 
non-felony "recognizance bondable" 
offenders, such as driving with a suspend- 
ed license or retail theft can be processed 
at the substation. 

Suspects will be able to be fingerprint- 
ed, have "mugshots" taken and be released 
in their own recognizance, just as they 
would be at the main station. 

Once the final hookup is made, net- 
working the substation computers with 
those of the main building (expected this 
week), the substation will operate as a real- 
time extension of the base station. 

Besides the computers, Wal-Mart's con- 
tribution of TVs and VCRs will allow 
Antioch Police to tape arrests, just as at the 
main station. 

"Wal-Mart gave us everything they 
could, except about $100 worth of items 
not normally in their inventory," Fagan

said. The police department is providing 
gun "lock boxes" and other specific items, 
such as software and telephone connec- 
tions. 

Fagan said he expected the department 
to only have $80 per month in additional 
expenses. There will be n full-time staff at 
the substation, but patrol officers on the 
cast side of town will be able to use the 
substation as needed. 

Fagan noted that, although Wal-Mart is 
open 24 hours a day, access would still be 
available, even when the store is closed, 
through an outside entrance. 

He said traffic offenders would be 
taken Into the station through the outer 
door, to avoid disrupting business. 

According to McCutchcn, several other 
of the Wal-Mart "Super Center" stores, such 
as those in Racine and DeKalb, have a sim- 
ilar arrangement.

Police Explorer program revived

For the past year, five young men have 
been test-driving a career in law enforcement 
as members of the Antioch Police Explorer Post 
15. 

Once a part of die Boy Scouts of America, 
the Explorers program gives 14-20 year-olds of 
both genders a chance to experience a little of 
the day-to-day experience of police work. It 
also does what most scouting programs have 
always done: it provides teenagers with an out- 
let for community service. 

"I don't remember one event these kids 
didn't volunteer time for," said Antioch Police 
Chief Chuck Fagan. "They don't get paid when 
they help out." 

Pagan said the Explorers typically assist 
regular police at events such as Taste of 
Antioch, Halloween Howl and private func- 
tions such as Footlights, 

"They provide security for the parking lots, 
help direct parking lot traffic, and assist pedes- 
trians and the elderly," he said. 

Public contributions or those made by pri- 
vate organizations benefiting from the 
Explorers' assistance, are put into a fund to 
help pay for outfitting the group and sending 
the team to statewide competitions. The next 
competition is in August. ■ 

Lake County and Lindenliurst Explorers 
have, for many years, been a prominent part of 
many community events. 

Antioch's program originally ran from 
1990-94, then fell by die wayside. It was re- 
instituted last year, under the direction of 
Antioch Police Sgt. Jim Ruth, who serves as 
coordinator and trainer. 

It has been a way for young [people to 
determine if a police career is what they want. 

"Three of our original participants went on 
to become police officers," Ruth said. 

In Ruth's own family, there is a tradition of 
police work. 

"My great-grandfather was the first 
police captain in Chicago," he said. Ruth's 
son, Dan, holds the rank of Chief in the

Brendon Nute was promoted this year from 
sergeant to lieutenant. Ryan Cashmore was 
promoted from patrol officer to sergeant and 
Dave Puttrick was named Explorer of the Year. 

Explorer Officer Drew Swanson, a graduate 
of Antioch Community High School, is now in 
his first year of studying Crinunal Justice at the 
College of Lake County. 

Puttrick is also a graduate of ACHS. The 
others are in their senior year at the high 
school. 

"These kids have a genuine interest in law 
enforcement," Fagan said. 

Ruth noted that it can be difficult for many 
young people to express such an interest open- 



ly, given negative peer pressure. 

It takes more than interest to make it into 
the program, however. All applicants go 
through a screening process, Ruth said the 
members must meet academic standards and 
standards of behavior at school and at home. 

"They need to be getting along with their 
parents," he said. "We also do a background 
check. 

Applicants must also attend three prelimi- 
nary meetings.

Tho Antioch Fire Department is calling 
for cautious driving as icy roads and snowy 
days become the norm in the coming 
months. 

"The past week's dusting of snow and 
sudden drop in temperatures resulted in 
numerous traffic accidents requiring the fire 
department's response," Lt. Chris Lienhardt 
said. "While this was not the first snow of the 
season , it would be wishful thinking to 
believe that this was the only snow we will 
see all winter." 

Below arc tips from the AFD for safe win- 
ter driving. 

Before driving, clear snow and ice from 
the windows anil lights of our vehicle to 
increase your visibility and to be seen by oth- 
ers. Don't forget to clear your brake lights as 
well. When starting out, accelerate slowly so 
your wheels do not spin, and avoid sudden 
starts, stops and turns. It's important to drive 
slower, and Increase your following distance, 
keeping in mind that the speed limits are for 
ideal driving conditions. When traveling 20 
mph on a dry road, a car can stop in 25 feet, 
however it can take up to 150 feet to stop on 
an ley road. 

According to AFD Chief Volling, "Drivers 
need to be aware of specific danger zones, 
mainly intersections, hills and curves. This is 
where the majority of your accidents will 
occur. It is also important to realize that if 
you are driving a 4-by-4 or all-wheel drive 
vehicle, this feature does not improve your 
ability to stop." 

The danger zones that Chief Volling men- 
tions are listed below, along with additional 
tips to make driving during the winter season 



a bit safer. 

Intersections — Slow down before 
reaching an intersection. Scan left and right 
for cars and right for cars and pedestrians. If 
you are having trouble stopping, they most 
likely are, too. After a stop, press the acceler- 
ator slowly to get moving again. If you have a 
manual transmission, try starting in second 
gear to avoid wheel spin. 

Hills— When approaching an icy hill 
pick a path that will allow you the most trac- 
tion. Head for unpacked snow or powder 
where you'll get a better grip. Build your 
speed gradually before you reach the hill and 
if you have switch-on-the- fly four-wheel 
drive, shift before you reach the hill. 

Curves— Reduce your speed before you 
enter an icy curve. Any sudden acceleration 
or declaration while turning could send you 
into a skid. Controlled speed, smooth steer- 
ing and braking will help prevent from skid- 
ding on an icy turn. If your wheels lose grip, 
gradually release the pressure from whichev- 
er pedal you're using and smoothly steer in 
the direction you want the car to go. 

When driving during the winter, road 
conditions are constantly changing and, as a 
result, you may encounter slick spots under 
bridges or overpasses. If your car has an Anti- 
lock Braking System (ABS), press firmly on 
your brake pedal "pulse" back against your 
foot. If your car does not have ABS for brak- 
ing under icy of snowy conditions, its best to 
apply the brakes firmly to a point just short of 
lock up, then ease off the pedal slightly. 

Finally, remember to buckle up each and 
every time you drive, now matter how quick 
or how short the trip.

about $100,00 a year. 

"We can't afford that," Vcnturl said. 

However, he discovered that PACE offers 
buses for sale to municipalities at greatly 
reduced costs. 

The ADA-acccssible bus to be purchased 
can be used any way the town sees fit, for dis- 
abled or able-bodied, and people of all ages. 

WheruTownship Trustee Ray Lary asked if 
the town could charge a fee for riders, Venturl 
said, "Yes." 

"I envision using this bus to provide des- 
tination-based service," Venturl said. He pro- 
posed designating certain days for trips to 
Gurnee Mills and other shopping locations, 
and certain days for carrying passengers to 
medical appointments. 

He said it was possible to use the bus to 
bring passengers out of the township to Con- 
nect with established PACE routes. 

Brooks was pleased with die township's 
action. 

"I want to commend the township on tak- 
ing this huge first step," she said. 

Other than the cost of the bus itself, and 
related maintenance, the only other costs 
would be for a driver and insurance. 

Vcnturi said that for about $1,000 a year, 
TOIRMA would provide $10 million in liabili- 
ty insurance. 



"I already asked," he said. "They said they 
would cover it." 

Although the Lake Villa Township board 
has affirmed its willingness to carry on with 
this project regardless of whether or not other 
entities arc involved, Venturi anticipated 
cooperation from Grant and Antioch town- 
ships in sharing the expense, as well as the 
use of the bus. 

Antioch Township Supervisor Stephen 
Smouse said he had discussed the option 
with Venturi, and said, "Our only concern was 
that it would take a CDL (commercial driver's 
license) to drive this, but I think we can find 
people who would be willing to do it." 

Smouse said he expected to meet with 
Venturi and Grant Township Supervisor Kay 
Starostovic after die first of the year to con- 
sider an intergovernmental agreement. 

Starostovic was more circumspect. 

"I have not discussed this yet with Dan 
(Venturi)," she said. "I like the bus idea better 
than the van." 

She said the township board was sched- 
uled to meet on Dec. 21, at which time she 
would discuss the bus option. 

"This will be a board decision based on 
finances," she said.

Precious puppies or cuddly kitties may seem like o per- 
fect gift for a loved one tills holiday season, but that 
may not be true, 
Giving a pet as a gift can create a burden for the 
recipient who may not have wanted that furry friend. 

What comes along with a pet is 
money and responsibility that recipi- 
ents may not want or be able to 
afford. 

■ Dr. Bonnie Beaver, an aniinal 
expert at Texas A&M University in 
the College of Veterinary Medicine, 
said pets aren't like fruitcakes that 
are handed out that no one wants 
and arc eventually discarded. 

Many adoption centers have 
strict policies against allowing a per- 
son to adopt a pet to later give as a 

gift- . 

If you are still sure about giving a 

pet as a gift make absolutely sure the recipient knows about 

die gift and is ready for the commitment. 

"A person getting a pet as a gift should know about it 
beforehand and should be in the decision-making process. He 
or she should have a say in the selection of an animal the per- 
son will have for the next 10 to 15 years/* Beaver said. 

Another topic to discuss is the many household hazards 
during the holiday season. Bringing a new pet into die home 
during this time leaves it vulnerable to "explore" electrical 
chords, ornaments, wires and other decorations not typical 
during other months of the year. 

This could make training a pet during this time difficult or 
even deadly if the animal swallows something. 

"Often at this time of year, people haven't had a chance 
yet to 'kitty-proof or 'puppy-proof their homes," she said. 

Unwanted pets during the holiday season contribute to 
the overflow of pets coming to shelters in the spring season. 

"The novelty has worn off an the animal is no longer 
wanted," Beaver said. "A pet should be something people 
enjoy, and with holiday stress and not much time during 
Christmas, a pet is often just not a very sensible gift."

Museum 
officials opened up the "vault" of Hollywood car 
collections to rave reviews at the museum. 

Spokesman Joe Lopez said it was difficult 
for owners Brian and Greg Grams to part with 
some of the vehicles, but there was much inter- 
est in the Hollywood vault. 

"Generally, there is a slowdown in new car 
sales in December, but not when It comes to 
collector cars. We have been working on this 
room for months. We had so many hits on our 
web site, www.volocars.com, that it fried out," 
Lopez said.

Nicely illustrated and with precise, detailed directions calling for readily available Ingredi- 
ents, this volume features recipes that won't overwhelm. Hut the end results are sure to please. 

In the introduction, Puck notes how he himself grew up on farmhouse meals in Austria. He 
stresses the need to use quality, fresh ingredients and urges cooks to review the recipes com- 
pletely and measure the components ("mise en place") and have them ready at the outset. 

The book includes many standards, from pineapple upside down cake to pan-fried trout 
with lemon and caper sauce to roasted garlic and wild mushroom pizza. His updated version 
of eggplant Parmesan Is tasty and doesn't rely on oil. Enjoy. 



Countertop Grilled Eggplant Parmesan 



2 to 3 Tbl. olive oil (if cooking in a saute pan} 

1 V2 cups good-quality marlnara sauce, homemade or 
commercial 

2 large eggs, beaten 

1 largo, firm eggplant trimmed and cut crosswise into an 
oven number of t2'in. slices 



1 cup freshly grated Parmesan cheese 

1 tsp. Italian seasoning blend or a mixture oforegano 

and thyme 
1 V2 clips shredded mozzarella cheese or mozzarella- 

fontina mixture 
Fresh basil or oregano leaves for garnish 




Preheat a counter top paninl maker or double-sided electric grill, or heat the olive oil in a large nonstick saute pan. Set 
aside 1/2 cup of the marlnara sauce In a saucepan. 

Meanwhile, beat the eggs In a miring bowl. Add the eggplant slices and turn them In the egg to coat them evenly. Leave 
them to soak in the egg for a few minutes. 

Spread the Parmesan evenly over a dinner plate. Sprinkle on the Italian seasoning or oregono and thyme, and toss light- 
ly with your fingertips or a fork to blend. One by one, press the eggplant slices into tho Parmesan mixture to coat them on 
both sides, and transfer them to a sheet of waxed paper or parchment.

County coming back with double the tax hike request

Despite the Lake County tax- 
payers overwhelmingly voting 
down a sales tax traffic referen- 
dum in March' 2004, the county 
board will again be asking for a 
referendum on the April 2005 
budget. 

In a letter from Lake County 
Board Chairman Suzi Schmidt to 
her board, which was obtained by 
Lakeland Media, Schmidt wrote 
about the plans, 

"It comes as no surprise to 
board members that public frus- 
tration with traffic congestion is at 
an all-time high. From the testi- 
mony heard during the traffic 
congestion meetings and from the 
results of the County's post-elec- 
tion research, it is clear that peo- 
ple want to know specifics about 
which projects would be funded 
by transportation sales tax rev- 



enue. It is also clear that the pub- 
lic wants to see quick progress on 
projects that will have a signifi- 
cant Impact to relieve traffic con- 
gestion. The leadership team 
believes that the magnitude of the 
perceived need for traffic conges- 
tion relief, as verbalized during 
the November meetings, is greater 
than what could be funded by the 
1/4 percent, 5-year program pre- 
sented to voters in. March of 2004. 
The team favors a 1/2 percent 
increase implemented over a 10- 
year horizon with bonding to pro- 
vide Immediate capital to begin to 
address projects quickly," Schmidt 
wrote. < 

According to -the chairman, 
more than 280 people' attended 
the seven traffic congestion public 
input meetings held throughout 
the county by Lake County repre- 
sentatives in November. After the

Its proximity to Chicago has 
proved to be Lake County's downfall 
when it comes to air quality, accord- 
ing to the Environmental Protection 
Agency^ newest pollution findings. 

Lake County makes up about 7 
percent of the emissions released in 
the entire Chicago metropolitan 
area, said John Mooney, chief of cri- 
teria pollutant section In EPA's 
region 5 office in Chicago. Despite 
its relatively small contribution, it- 
was named last week as one of more 
than 220 counties nationwide that 
does not meet EPA air quality stan- 
dards. 

Lake County, one of a dozen 
counties in the state on the list, was 
added primarily as a precautionary 
measure, Mooney said. 

Ideally, Mooney said, air pollu- 
tion particles should be below 2.5 
microns (the equivalent to 1/30 of a 
strand of human hair). The thicker 
the pollution, from automobiles 
and power plants and other 
sources, the higher the concentra- 
tion gets. Air pollution can literally 
be seen as it rises as black smoke 
from tail pipes, smoke stacks and 
power plants. 

Its air pollution levels are below 
the national standard, but because 
Lake County borders Cook County, 
a pollution hotbed, the EPA thought 
it too requires non-attainment sta- 
tus. DuPage, Cook, McHenry, Kane, 
Kendall and Will counties are other 
area counties singled out.

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phase 1-a of a project to bring completely 
local traffic updates to all of Lake County. 
The county has begun construction on the 
first two of six proposed radio towers that 
would broadcast the local road conditions. 

The first two stations, which will hit the 
airwaves this summer, arc located at the 
junctions of Interstate 94 and Route 22 
along with Interstate 94 and Route 137. 

"These .stations are good for a little 
more than a four mile radius," said Tony 
Khawaja, traffic engineer for the Lake 
County Division of Transportation. "They'll 
stretch south to Like-Cook Road and north 
to about Gurncc. Then cast to the lake and 
west to almost (Route) 45." 

The remaining four lower locations 
would be located at the tollway and Route 
173, Route 59 and Grass Uke Road, Route 
120 and Fairfield Road, and Route 12 and 
Old McHcnry Road. There is no timeframe 
on when the remaining four towers will be 
put in place, Khawaja said. 

"The key for all these (towers) is to be 
synchronized," he said. "So as the driver 
moves from one zone to another, they don't 
go through interruption of the audio." 

Roughly two to three minutes of traffic 
information will run on the air before it 
rolls back over to the original information. 
Though the division of transportation Is 
still studying how they want to approach 
the radio station. 

The division hopes to connect about 
140 signals and nearly a dozen video cam- 
eras in the phase one area. 
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The Chicago-area is not unique, Mooncy 
said. Most any large city will have air pollu- 
tion problems because of a population con- 
centration, though there is not one city that is 
considered worse than another, because 
there arc no rankings kept. 

The EPA is trying to crack down on the 
pollution because of the potential health 
affects orbrcathlng it in. Pollution can lead to 
hear and lung disease, Including asthma. Or 
even premature death. 

"It's a pretty grave public health threat," 
Mooneysald. "Any time you sec black smoke 
it's a cloud of particles." 

Programs have been In place for some- 
time now to cut back on the pollution in 
densely populated area, Mooney said. 'Hie 
EPA has placed increased controls on emis- 
sions test, and have regulated control on 
dicsel engines. In the future they are hoping 
to double the amount of scrubbers on power 
plants and smoke stacks. 

While the EPA has worked with the coun- 
ty, the Like County Health Department has 
not taken any direct action with the EPA, 
because they do not personally monitor air 
quality, said public information director 
Leslie Piotrowski. 

The work done by the EPA has shown 
some results, Mooney said. Pollution levels 
have been dropping for nearly 30 years, he 
said. Health side-effects have not, he added, 
because the science keeps coming up with 
new health risks need to be looked out for.

New law aimed at helpin; 
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consumers

Holiday gift cards are becoming more pop- 
ular with people who arc undecided what to 
buy that certain someone, hut not all gift cards 
are created equal according to Illinois State 
Treasurer Judy BaarTopinka. 

In an exclusive press retcase sent to 
Lakeland Media that will not be sent out to 
other newspapers until after the first of the 
year, Topinka talked about a new law that takes 
place on Jan. 1 that she hopes will help both 
consumers and businesses. 

The new law will specifically exempt retail- 
ers who issue gift cards with no expiration 
dates and no burdensome fees from Illinois 
unclaimed property laws. 

"Some companies deduct service fees or 
charge you to reactivate the card If you don't 
use it within a certain amount of time," 
Topinka wrote. "These cards may be promoted 
as having no expiration date, but the fact that 
they charge service fees for non-usage dimin- 
ishes the value of the card. It leaves bodi the 
giver and receiver with less that they paid for," 

Topinka said that two years ago a law was 
passed that exempted retailers who issued gift 
cards from Illinois unclaimed property laws If 
their cards carried no expiration dates. 

This meant die business wouldn't have to 



siness owners 



try to find the owners of unredeemed gift 
cards; hold the cards for five years; turn a list of 
names of card holders over to the state. as 
unclaimed property holders and file all of the 
subsequent paperwork. 

However, in the meantime, many retailers 
started using "stored value" gift cards that 
although they technically do not expire, they 
contain service charges, accountmaintenance 
fees, cash-out fees, replacement card fees and 
activation and reactivation charges that delete ' 
all or part of the card value. 

For this reason, Topinka, along with strong 
support from the Illinois Retail Merchants 
Association, helped to get a law passed that 
specifically exempts retailers who issue gift cards 
with no expiration dates and no burdensome 
fees from Illinois unclaimed property laws. 

Businesses which choose not to take 
advantage of the exemption will be required to 
disclose the fees they charge. 

"Even Uiough die law will become effective 
Jan. 1, we anticipate some retailers who issued 
gift cards during the holiday season will 
remove the fees retroactively. We realize, how- 
ever, that other retailers may not want to offer 
expiration-free gift cards so I continue to cau- 
tion you to read the fine print and be aware of 
what you are buying," Topinka wrote.

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Holiday lessons learned from troubled times

The presents are all wrapped up, though 
distribution is not at the Catholic Charities 
Christmas Gift program's warehouse, located 
at 699 N. Lakehurst Rd. in Waukcgan. In fact, 
the "gift-broker" business has been so good 
this holiday season that Jim Wogan has seen fit 
to extend hours and availability. 

But compassion rather than desire Tor easy 
sales stands behind die push for increased 
business, as the program 
continues to provide some- 
thing under the tree for 
more than 11,000 people 
this season. And as program 
coordinator, Wogan plays a 
large part in finding organi- 
zations that will purchase 
and contribute gifts to diose 
they have never met. 

To draw supplemental 
presents, Catholic Charities 
place "angel trees" in 
Gurnee and Lake Zurich 
that hold ornaments bear- 
ing a name and requested gift for passers-by to 
purchase. A volunteer group from Wadsworth, 
St. Pat's Shamrocks, picks up the donated pres- 
ents and brings them to the warehouse loca- 
tion. 

"I diink most people just do it out of grati- 
tude for what they have," Wogan said. "They 
recognize that for the grace of God go they, 
and if they were born in a different situation 
that would be them." 

Many agencies have joined the effort in 
recent years, screening candidates and for- 
warding Catholic Charities the names of fami- 
lies who could benefit from the gift-giving 
service. Stevenson High School routinely pur- 
chases presents for several hundreds families 
per year, and churches and 500 private donors 
also contribute. 

The program highlights the number of res- 
idents who live under the poverty line and 
have a proven need, said Debra Knight, a reg-

istered nurse with the Lake County Health 
Department. In her public health division 
alone, 75 families met guidelines to receive 
gifts this year. 

"They're in. financial hardship, and this 
time of year makes it even worse," she said. 
"They want to give Uieir kids something, and 
they just can't dolt," 

One nine-year-old chosen by the health 
department had always wanted a bike, but 
asked for fuzzy slippers. Two years after she 
helped secure the present, the young man saw 
Knight on the street and yelled, "There's that 
lady, she knows Santa," and 
assured her that he still 
washed and cared for the 
bike. 

His joyous reaction 
embodies the emotions 
exhibited by many who 
receive gifts, Knight said. 
"Most people have tears in 
their eyes, and you can see it 
lift their spirits." 

Wogan tells of receiving 
$200 with a letter on Dec. 17 
from a woman who couldn't 
travel to a store, but wanted 
to make a donation in honor of her late husband. 
Before his deadi, the man discovered that he 
received annual Christmas presents from 
Catholic Charities as a child; shocked at the 
news, she sent a check to try and help. 

Such stories can ease the tension of 14- 
hour days for his 250 volunteers, Wogan said. 
Earlier this month, a family pushed back clos- 
ing time by missing their appointment. Upon 
their arrival, volunteers presented the three 
girls with cards for bicycles, leading them to 
jump and scream with elation. 

"I just looked at a volunteer and said, 
'There's your paycheck. That's what you work 
for,'" Wogan said. The children's joy served as 
the "corker" for their workday, "a beautiful day." 
His efforts earn the appreciation of recipi- 
ents and benefactors alike, Knight said. "I tell 
Tim every year, he's an angel."

Sammy Sosa keynoted The Year of the Sore Loser when 
he walked out of the Cub clubhouse before die last 
game of die year. The year 2004 certainly isn't going 
into the books for examples of grace under fire. 
Congressman Phil Crane ignored political niceties by fail- 
ing to congratulate Melissa Bean after losing to her for 
Congress. Like County Democratic leaders, miffed over 
landing only three of nine County Hoard chairmanships, had 
"other things to do" when a legislative breakfast was held by 
Chair Suzi Schmidt to draw up lawmaking plans for 2005. 
The champion sore losers, though, could well be the 
majority of Notre Dame trustees who bounced Coach Ty 
Willingham for not winning enough games before getting a 
fair chance to prove himself. 

Linking the dots 
on go-go growth 

Rightly or wrongly, Wauconda is one of die few munici- 
palities in bike County where voters have connected 
the perceived evils nf rampant growth with members 
of the village council. Historically, electors have 
heaped blame for growth problems like clogged highways, 
over-crowtletl schools, pollution and stress on water supplies 
on the steps of the County building in VVaukegan. More 
about this in a minute. 

"l\vo years ago, in mid-term municipal elections, 
Waucontla voters overwhelmingly supported a dissident slate 
to challenge the administration of third term Mayor lames 
Eschenbauch. Three new trustees elected in 2003 formed a 
formidable bloc to challenge or defeat growth policies 
Eschenbauch and his team have been following for 15 or more 
years. Despite their protestations, voters connected the dots 
linking sewer problems, Bangs Lake pollution, Slocum Like 
stonrtwatcr overflows and classrooms spilling over with more 
and more students generated by new rooftops approved by 
village officials. 

Eschenbauch got the message and bowed out after 22 
years as a village official, 12 as mayor. As mayor, 
Eschenbauch orchestrated improvements in village services, 
efforts to provide senior citizen housing, expansion of the 
sewage disposal plant and municipal tax reduction. This 
wasn't enough, though, to satisfy residents both in and outside 
Wauconda who pointed die finger of blame at village officials. 

Anti-growth and controlled-grawtb advocates have the 
stage set for a new look in the area. Obviously, Jim 
Eschenbauch won't be around after April 5, 2005, to be the tar- 
get for blame. 

Curiously enough, just before County Board members 
reorganized Dec. 6, a group of citizens in nearby Lake 
Barrington fed up witli development headaches circulated a 
flyer aimed at defeating County Board Chair Suzi Schmidt and 
Forest Preserve President BonnieThomson Carter. Unhappy 
citizens banded together as the Save Piddle Creek Group 
found Schmidt and Carter untnistworthy to represent family 
"best interests in health and die environment!. ." They 
accused Schmidt and Carter for allowing the Illinois ' 
Environmental Protection' Agency to Increase waste water vol- 
umes. 

Besides being incorrect about some of their facts, wiUi 
their flyer die homeowners were perpetuating the mydi diat 
the County of Lake is fully to blame for all problems associat- 
ed with rampant growth, As a matter of fact; die two county 
leaders expended considerable effort in doing what could be * 
ddnc to "clean up" sewage and water problems in southwest 
Lake County.

Both humans, midlife lose in shelter plan 



Is there thievery going oh at Lakewood 
Forest Preserve? The unveiling of a con- 
ception plan for the future of Lakewood 
preserve shows the wildlife rich area 
south of Ivanhoe Road will be the new home 
for eight new picnic shelters. 

First, to accommodate these shelters the 
equestrians will be losing 50 percent of the 
best wooded trails and all of the trails by the 
lakes. In return they will get an equal amount 
of new trails in less desirable areas, such as a 
one mile trail that parallels Ivanhoe Road. 

The big losers will be the wildlife, espe- 
cially the sandhill cranes. In the spring of this 
year, after a long fight, the threatened cranes - 
won out over a model airplane club for the 
use of this area. 

The LCFP and club invested considerable 
money to build this field, but conservation 
won out. Now less than one year later this 
same area is slated for eight new picnic shel- 
ters that will require 1.5 miles of paved roads 
plus parking lots. The existing four picnic 
shelters at Lakewood have a capacity for 600 
people and parking for 300 cars, these shel- 
ters are to be removed and doubled to eight 
south of Ivanhoe Road. The reason for the 
removal is to eliminate congestion and stress 
on the oak trees. 

Will the proposed 1,000 people and 600 
cars put any stress on the wildlife, equestri- 
ans, neighbors, hikers, fishermen, etc. south 
of Ivanhoe Road?

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Lake County employers expect to hire at 
a healthy pace during the first quarter of 
2005, according to the Manpower 
Employment Outlook Survey. 

From January to March, 33 percent of 
asked companies plan to hire more employ- 
ees, while 13 percent expect to reduce their 
payrolls, according to Manpower spokesper- 
son Tom Turigliatto. Another 54 percent 
expect to maintain their current staff levels. 

"Lake County employers expect more 
hiring activity than in the fourth quarter 
when 27 percent of the companies Inter- 
viewed intended to increase headcount, and 
20 percent planned to decrease it," said 
Turigliatto. "Employers are much more opti- 
mistic about hiring than they were a year 
ago when 17 percent of companies surveyed 
thought employment increases were likely 
and 20 percent intended to cut back." 

For the coming- quarter, job prospects 



appear best in Wholesale/ Retail Trade, 
Finance/Insurance/Real Estate and Ser- 
vices. Employers in Construction and Non- 
Durable Goods Manufacturing plan to 
reduce staffing levels, while those in Durable 
Goods Manufacturing and Transporta- 
tion/Public Utilities voice mixed hiring 
intentions. 

Of the 16,000 U.S. employers that were 
surveyed, 24 percent anticipate and increase 
in hiring activity for the first quarter, while 
10 percent expect to decrease staff levels. 

Fifty-nine percent of employers sur- 
veyed foresee no change in job prospects, 
and 7 percent are unsure of their hiring 
plans. When seasonal variations are 
removed from the data, the outlook for the 
first three months of 2005 reveals that 
employer confidence is expected to inch 
upward from last quarter and improve great- 
ly from a year ago,

In a county dominated by 
football and basketball, 
other sports tend to take a 
back sent. 

That's especially true for 
hockey, whose season overlaps 
from the fall into the spring, 
meaningU has to go head-to- 
hcad with both football and bas- 
ketball in a fight for attendance 
and participation. 

But a handful of area high 
school hockey teams are looking 
to change that, and have already 
begun to enjoy some success.

Braman added that his team has come a 






long way since its first game, a 73-43 loss at the 
hands of College of DuPage. 

Coming into the season, he said he 
thought one of CLC's strengths would be its 
ability to protect the ball on offense. That was 
not the case early, however, as turnovers 
plagued the guard-laden team. 

I don know if it was my anxiety or my 
expectations were too high," Braman said. 
"We started off making errors then became 
too cautious." 

He added that the team's tentative play 
often led to uncertain passes that the opposi- 
tion often picked off for fast break points. 

But over the course of the last four games, 
including a 52-46 win over Rock Valley 
College, Braman said he has seen the Lancers 
finally start to come around.

The Lancers will again get a chance to put 
their progress into practice when they travel 
to the DuPage Tournament, where they will 
rematch the Chaparrals Dec. 27. Otherpartic- 
ipants in the tourney are Malcolm X College 
and Klshwaukee, which beat CLC by 12 earlier 
in the season. 

Braman said a second chance against two 
teams the Lancers lost to this season would be 
a good way to gauge how far they have come. 

Then Act III begins, with conference play 
getting underway Jan. 11 at Morton College. 
Braman said the team would have clean slate 
in the Skyway Conference. He added the 
Lancers hope the curtain closes as they hoist a 
championship trophy above their heads.

The Year End 
Job Search

Job searchers often reduce efforts at the end of the year 
for two reasons. Firstly, like everyone else, they have 
more to do at this time of year. Therefore, keeping the 
job search In high gear becomes time burden. Secondly, 
there Is an old rumor that hiring slows at this time of 
year. Some use these excuses to cause themselves Job 
search harm. 

Regardless of the reason, allowing the job search to 
, slow at any time Is a mistake. This Is a busy time for 
everj one. Out (here are also other times of year that are 
busy. Do not allow this to be an excuse. Some hiring 
does stow later In the year. Yet, there Is hiring for both 
the seasonal fobs and for same great permanent posi- 
tions. 

The Job search process Is a sales process. Those who 
arc seeking a | oh arc selling their ski lb and experience to 
recruiters anil hiring managers. Those who arc sales peo- 
ple talk about having a sales pipeline. It Is the string of 
possible sates that arc In process. The various potential 
opportunities ore In different stages at any given time; 
(hey are at varied stages In the pipeline. 

When the process starts, a candidate sends a resume to 
a potential employer. The process on that Job Is at the 
beginning of the pipeline. As that possibility progresses 
through the telephone Interview, In-person Interview, ref- 
erence checks, lob offers and negotiations, that employer 
moves further down the pipeline. 

At any point In time, a candidate should have fob oppor- 
tunities at various points In the pipeline. Those who , 
decide to slow the process at the end of the year will enter j 
January with a diminished pipeline. .They will need extra 
effort to rebuild the flow to die level that It was at In mid 
November. 

The key to year-end fob searches Is to continue the 
1 same effort that was expended In (he first eleven months 
of the year. Use the newspapers, Internet and relation- 
ships lo identify Job opportunities. Apply for those Jobs 
and then follow the resume or application submission 
with a telephone call. 

On the other side of the equation, some recruiters also 
slow their efforts during the holiday season. When I (each < 
recruiting, this foible Is taught as on Incredible mistake. 1 - 
i share various stories about the fantastic candidates that 1 
have hired In the last month of the year. 

Both candidates and recruiters who reduce their efforts 
ore missing opportunities. Rebuilding a pipeline, as any 
sales person will explain is a tedious process. Those who 
know that they haw opportunities have hope. Hope 
Increases confidence, and confidence Increases opportuni- 
ties. A break at any point will reduce the job seekers 
potential for finding a fulfilling new Job.

You've combed the stores for the perfect gifts 

for everyone on your list. Now you're face to face with bags and boxes that all need to be wrapped 
before die big day. It may seem like an insurmountable task, especially for last-minute shoppers. 
However, with a little know-how and the right materials, wrapping can be creative fun. 

Traditional Wrapping 

As you may have guessed, square or rectangular boxes arc easier to wrap than other shapes. 
Therefore, where possible, place irregularly shaped packages in a rectangular box to make your 
wrapping go that much faster. Here are some surefire wrapping steps from eHow.com: 

1. Gather all your materials and place them on a flat surface. Don't forget to remove the price 
tag. 

2. Place the box along the length of wrapping paper and unroll enough paper to wrap it 
around the box, leaving at least a 2-inch overlap. There should be enough wrapping paper at 
each end of the box to cover the ends completely when they are folded over. 

3. Mark where this overlap ends. Cut the wrapping paper In a straight line at this point. 

4. Eyeball the wrapping paper at the ends ofthe box. Trim any extra paper so that the remain- 
ing flaps are long enough to cover the box, but short enough to fold over smoothly into Daps. 

5. Open the paper you've just cut and lay the box In die center of the imprinted side, top 
down. 

6. Bring one lengthwise edge ofthe wrapping paper to the center of the box and secure it with 
tape. Turn the opposite end over approximately one inch and fold and tape to the center of the 
box. 

7. Turn the box to face one short side. Grasp the left and right edges of the wrapping paper 
and push the sides to form top and bottom flaps. Make sure the edges are pushed in as far as 
they will go without ripping the paper. Tape the edges to the box. 




8. Bring the upper flap down 
against the side of the box, making 
sure the flap is sharply creased at its 
folds. Tape in place. Do the same for the 
lower flap. 

9. Repeat for the opposite side of the box. 
10. Turn box over, wrap a ribbon around it and place a bow on top of your now-wrapped gift. 

Alternative Wrapping 

Most people stock up on wrapping paper, ribbons and bows for holiday wrapping duty. 
However, there arc many other icss-traditionat items that can make your gifts stand put from the 
stack. Here arc some ideas: 

• Wrap awkwardly shaped items in soft, flexible materials, like scarves, decorative towels or 
lace, rather than struggling with creasing wrapping paper. 

• Gift bags arc invaluable tools. Simply place your gift inside and top with decorative tissue 
paper. Tie handles together with ribbon. Or make a homemade gift bag by applying a rubber 
stamp with a seasonal design to a plain paper bag. 

• Use tins, flower pots, glass jars or canisters for unusual gift holders. Recipients can use the 
container as well as the gift itself. 

• Don't overlook newsprint, postal paper, architectural drawings or maps as wrapping paper 
substitutes. 

• Hollow out an old book, glue the pages together, and use for a clever presentation package 
for a small treasure. 

• Use your imagination! You can probably come up with scores of wrapping ideas just by 
scouring your home.

You have made the perfect holiday mm &* you and your 

guest. Now, all you need is a wine to match. You hem and you haw — you don't want to ruin the 
meal you've spent hours slaving over in the kitchen. 

Put your fears to rest. "The good news is that it's impossible to ruin a good meal if you select 
a wine that you enjoy, regardless of what the 'wine experts' say," says Felicia M. Shcrbert, author 
of "The Unofficial Guide to Selecting Wine" (Hungry Minds). "Remember, the wine experts are 
not eating your dinner." Here are some tips far pairing wine with food. 

The first thing you need to do is consider the food's preparation. Is it grilled, roasted or fried 
and what type of sauce or spice is used? Wine tastes differently alone than with food. Here arc 
some examples: . 

Sweet foods like tomato sauce, tcriyaki or honey-mustard glazes make yciur wine seem drier. 
Try a slightly sweet wine like Chenin Blanc, white Zinfandel or Riesling. Note Uiat wines high in 
acid like Pi no t Grigio, Pinot Noir and Sauvignon Blanc will taste less acidic with sweet foods. 

Highly acid foods like soy sauce, fish with lemon or salads with balsamic vinaigrette dressing 
can be paired with wines higher in acid like Pinot Grigio, Pinot Noir and Sauvignon Blanc (acidic 
wines also can offset oily foods). White Zinfandel isn't that high in acid but it can offer a contrast 
to highly acidic foods. 

Bitter foods like a mixed green salad, kalamata olives, and charbroiicd meats bring out a 
wine's bitterness. Go for a full-flavored fruity wine like Chardonnay, Cabernet, Sauvignon or 
Merlot; The fat and protein in grilled steak or lamb chops lessen the bitterness (known as tan- 
nins) in wines like Shiraz, Syrah or red Zinfandel. 

Go for complementary flavors or flavors that contrast, but don't overwhelm foods with wine. 
A dish with citrus can be complemented by a fruity wine. Pair a hearty stew with a full-bodied 
wine. Delicate foods like veal or filet of sole will be overwhelmed by a full-bodied red wine. 
Instead, try a dry, crisp wine. A hearty lasagna will cancel out a dry, medium-bodied Sauvignon 
Blanc Serve a complex, full-bodied red with a snack of bread and cheese. Contrast a rich cream 
sauce with a highly acidic dry wine. 

Be experimental when pairing wines with food. Sometimes, you may even find a combina- 
tion of food and wine that seem to have been searching for one another and are finally united. 
And more importantly, any combination that you enjoy is a good onel

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Spirit of Christmas 
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It is New Year's Eve. In New York hundreds or thou- 
sands of people have jammed into Times Square -the center of the 
city- to welcome the new year. The last seconds of the old year tick 
away. When 12 o'clock arrives, a great cheer goes up, horns blow, 
firecrackers explode, and people sing "Should old acquaintance be 
forgot, and days of auld lang sync." It is now January 1st, the begin- 
ning of a new year. 

New Year's Day is the world's birthday. It is celebrated in almost 
every country in the world. It is a day to look back over the past year 
and remember all the good tilings that have happened. It is a time 
to look back at mistakes, and to make "resolutions" to avoid these 
mistakes in the new year. 

People celebrate New Year's Day in different ways throughout the 
world. In England and Scotland, large bonfires arc built. In France, 
gifts arc exchanged on New Year's Day. In some countries children 
go from door to door to receive cookies and cakes. 

Perhaps the most popular custom throughout the world is going 
visiting. People in many parts of the world open their doors to greet 
their friends and neighbors on New Year's Day. Cookies, candies, 
nuts, cakes, and other good things are offered at eacli house. This 
friendly custom began in China many years ago. 

There have been some strange customs on New Year's Day, They 
are superstitions. That is, they are strange ideas people believed 
even though there was no real reason to believe them. That a rab- 
bit's foot brings good luck or that breaking a mirror brings seven 
years bad luck are superstitions. 

The most famous superstition for New Year's Day is called "first 
footing." People in many European countries believed that the 
first visitor who entered their house on New Year's Day would 
bring either good luck or bad luck for the whole year. A dark- 
haired man would bring good luck. A woman or a man with 
light hair would bring bad luck. So, to be on the safe side, some 
towns chose a man with dark hair to go quickly from house to 



midnight 



house. After he made his rounds, the houses would be open to 
other visitors. 

In japan, women placed beans on the floor in the four corners 
of the house. Tills was supposed to drive evil spirits from the house 
for the new year. 

In the United States the new year is celebrated with New Year's 
Eve parties, paper hats, noise, music, and good friendship. Parades 
are also an important part of the celebration. 

The "Mummers" parade on January 1st each year in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, is one of the biggest parades in the 
world. A "Mummer" is a man who wears a mask or costume. The 
Philadelphia parade lasts 10 hours, and is said to cost over one mil- 
lion dollars. The leader of the parade is called "King Momus," and 
is dressed in a brighdy colored costume. He is followed by a long 
line of magnificent floats, each one different,, and specially deco- 
rated for the occasion. There are marching bands. The men In the 
parade arc dressed as clowns, animals, historical figures, and even 
women. The costumes are gay and colorful, and many are covered 
with (lowers, baubles, sequins, and jewelry. 

On the oilier coast of the United States in Pasadena, California, 
is another famous parade-die Tournament of Roses. A "queen" 
leads die parade. Millions of flowers, especially roses, decorate the 
floats. It is one of the most beautiful parades in the world. The cli- 
max of the pageant is the Rose Howl football game. 

Everyone, however, docs not celebrate the New Year on January 
1st. 

The date of the new year depends on die calendar that is used. 
In the past, different days have been New Year's Day because of the 
different calendars Uiat were used. Even today, some countries or 
groups of people celebrate according to other calendars. 

The wonderful thing about New Year's- whenever it occurs - is 
that a whole new year lies ahead. The sad thing is that another year 
has passed.

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Tlic celebration of the New Year is the oldest of all holidays. It 
was first observed in ancient Babylon about 4000 years ago. In the 
years around 2000 BC, Babylonians celebrated the beginning of 
a new year on what Is now March 23rd, although they had no 
written calendar. March is actually a good time to celebrate a 
new year because spring begins and new crops are planted. 
The Roman's calendar was tampered with by so many 
emperors that it became out of sync with the sun. In 153 BC 
the Roman senate declared January 1st to be the beginning 
of the new year. 

Traditions of this holiday usually include making a New 
Year's resolution. That tradition also dates back to the early 
Babylonians. Popular modem resolutions include promising to clean 
your bedroom or trying not to pick on your Hide sis so much. The early 
Babylonian's most popular resolution was to return borrowed farm 
equipment 

How do other countries celebrate? 

Korea 

Some people give gifts on this day. New Year's day is the biggest holiday so time is usually 
spent with family and friends. Traditional games are also played. A lot of people go to the sea to 
watch the sunset. The beaches of eastern Korea are filled with crowds of people. People make 
their new year's wishes when they see the siin rise. 

Turkey 

New Year's is celebrated on December 31st. Most people have.a special dinner with family 
and friends. It should.be no surprise that people in Turkey prepare a turkey feast. Homes are 
sometimes decorated with pine, but generally decorations aren't used. 

Columbia 

Burning "Mr. Old Year" is a New Year's tradition in some cities of Colombia. A big male doll 
stuffed with unwanted materials and sometimes fireworks is set on fire. These things will burn 
with the old year, meaning they want to forget all the bad tilings that happened during the past 
year. 

Spain 

When the clock strides midnight the Spanish eat 12 grapes one with every toll to bring good 
luck for 12 months for the New Year. Sometimes the grapes are washed down with wine. Theater 
productions and movies are Interrupted to carry out mis custom. 



Swedish 

The Swedish New Year celebrations is no different than in most 
parts of the world. They drink champagne and watch fireworks and make 
New Year resolutions no one keeps. The Swedish go to church, go to 
smargasbords and drink spicy glogg. 

Polish 

In Poland New Year's Eve Is known as St Sylvester's Eve. This name 
according to legends arose from Pope Sylvester I who was supposed to 
have imprisoned a dragon called Leviathan who was supposedly able 
to escape on the first day of the year 1000, devour the land and the peo- 
ple, and was suppose to have set fire to the heavens. On New Year's Day, 
when the world did not come to an end, there was great rejoicing and 
from then on this day was called St Sylvester's Eve. 

Jewish 

The Jewish New Year Festival is called Rosh Hashanah. The date varies each year, as they have 
their own calendar which is lunisolar in nature. The New Year is on the first two days of the sev- 
enth month, this was done so that the farmers could visit Jerusalem before the winter rains came. 
The first ten days of this month are the most holiest. 

Tradition speaks of a symbolic book in heaven which was said to have records of those who 
did good and bad deeds and on Rosh Hashanah all people must account to God for their behav- 
iour during the past year. However, all poeple are given ten days before the New Year and the Day 
of Atonement or Yom Kippur to show they are sorry for any wrong doings they may have done. 
They undo all wrong doings by performing good deeds and by thinking about how to live a bet- 
ter life in the future. If they are sincere, God was suppose to forgive them and on Yom Kippur he 
sets down and fortells each person's fate for the next year in the book. He will write them down 
for a good year. They send each other cards with the traditional message "May you be written 
down for a good year." They exchange the same greetings the day before Rosh Hashanah, when 
they attend prayers at the synagogue before returning to their homes for a special New Year Eve 
meal. 

The New Years Eve dinner has, festival candles which are lit and the table is decorated with 
fresh fruit of the season, especially grapes. Other foods that are served are a bread known as 
Challah, honey cake and honey jar as well as fresh fruits. Fish is also served as it symbolises fruit- 
fulness and plenty. A special service Is held on New Year, which ends in the blowing of the shofar. 
During the service, 100 separate notes may be blown on the shofar. This is the most important 
ritual to the poeple who are too ill to attend the service try to find someone to come to their place 
and blow the shofar for them. 

At die end of the ten days the period ends with a repentance culminating on Yom Kippur with 
a 24 hour fast which ends at sunset with a final note on the shofar, signifying the closing of the 
Book of Life. 
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
